Jan.  1st  CiRcuMCisfON.-^This  feast,  called  by  some  the 
Octave  of  Christmas ^  being  the  eighth  day  after  the  birth  of 
Christ,  and  the  day  on  which  he  was  circumcised,  is  celebra- 
ted by  the  Episcopal  church  to  comnremorate  the  active  obe- 
dience  of  Jesus  Christ  in  fulfilling  all  righteousness,  which 
is  a  branch  of  the  great  cause  of  our  redemption,  and  ^ro- 
gates  the  severe  injunctions  of  the  Mosaic  establishment, 
placing  as  under  the  grace  of  the  Gospel. 

6thi  Efifhany . — The  Word signifiesto fnaH\fest or deelar^t 
It  is  the  day  on  which  the  wise  daefl  of  the  ^ta#t  (^enttles) 
came  to  Worship  the  infant  Jesus,  when  Christ  wafli  manifest* 
ed  unto  them.  The  design  of  the  Church  in  celebraifing  this 
festival  is  to  show  their  gratitude  to  God  for  manifesting  the 
Gospel  to  the  Gentiles,  as  well  as  to  the  JeW^,  his  peculiar 
people. 

Feb.  2d.  PtJuincATioif  or  CaKdeiu is. — forty  days  after 
Christmas.  It  was  the  Mosaic  law,  that  every  mother  should 
separate  herself  from  the  congregation  40  days  after  the 
birth  of  a  son :  and  that  every  fir^t  born  should  be  holy  to 
the  Lord,  to  attend  on  the  service  of  the  temple  or  taberna- 
cle.

7.  Asa  WsoiresDAr,  the  first  day  of  Lent.    It  is  so  called 

because  the  primitive  Christians  kneeled  in  ashes  and  sprin- 

^'^lUed  ashes'ot»  tlieir  heads  when  they  were!  penitent  and  hum- 

bis.    Lent  means  <  the  spring.*     U  is  a  soilemn  time  of  b«' 
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miliation,  prayer  and  fasting.  The  scaBon  of  lent  id  the  40 
days  before  Easter,  exclusive  of  Sundays,  which  arc  never 
to  be  observed  as  fasts. 

25.  Annunciation  Day,  or  Lady  Day.  This  festival  in 
appointed  by  the  Church  in  commemoration  cf  the  Ulessed 
virgin  Mary,  and  in  celebration  of  ihe  mtssage  of  the  angel 
on  that  day,  annonncing  to  her  that  she  should  be  the  mother 
of^ur  Blessed  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.

22.  Easter  Day — is  always  the  first  Sunday  after  thefirst 
full  moon  that  follow^  the  vernal  equinox,  or  2 let  uf  March. 

Eas- 
ter means  '  to  rise'.  The  week  between  Palm  Sunday  and 
Easter,  the  last  week  cf  Lent,  is  called  the  Grear week,  and 
the  Holy  week,  because  of  the  "reai  andholy  events  performed 
in  it.
